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REMARKS 

In reply to the Office action mailed August 20, 2010, Applicants have amended claims 1, 
7, and 36, and cancelled claims 3, 6, 8, 10-12, 15-30, and 33-34. New claims 37 and 38 have 
been added. Upon entry of these amendments, claims 1, 2, 4-5, 7, 9, 13-14, 31-32, and 35- 38 
will be pending. Support for the amendments and new claims can be found at least at FIGS. 1 
and 2 and pages 11-12, 29, 33, and 48-52 of the originally-filed application. No new matter has 
been added. Please consider the following remarks. 

SUMMARY OF TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW 

Examiner Timothy E. Betton, Supervisory Patent Examiner Sreeni Padmanabhan, and 
Applicants' Representatives, Cathy M. McCarty (54,301) and Brian D. Bean, conducted a 
telephonic interview on December 7, 2010. During the interview, the parties discussed the 
outstanding rejection of independent claim 1 of 10/681,745 under 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Kosak (U. S.P.N. 6,048,736) in combination with other references. Specifically, the parties 
discussed the distinctions between the cross-linkers of the instant application and the cross- 
linkers of Kosak. No agreement was reached. 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 

Claims 1, 10, 15, 16, 17, and 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as 
lacking enablement for the term "prodrugs." See Office action at 7. Without acknowledging the 
propriety of the rejection, and in order to expedite prosecution of the application, Applicants 
have deleted "prodrugs" throughout the claims, thereby rendering this rejection moot. 
Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

35 U.S.C. 103(a) 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7, 9-11, 13-17, and 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kosak (U.S. Patent No. 6,048,736) in view of Yoshimoto et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,376,509) and Amiel et al. ("New Associating Polymer Systems Involving Water Soluble 
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beta-Cyclodextrin polymers" Journal of Inclusion Phenomena and Molecular Recognition in 
Chemistry 25:61-67, 1996). See Office action at 10-11. 

Applicants have amended independent claim 1, such that it now recites a polymer 
composition comprising linking molecules and therapeutic agents, each linking molecule 
comprising a PEG moiety and at least two adamantane molecules, wherein the linking molecules 
crosslink the polymers solely through inclusion complexes . Applicants submit that Kosak, 
Yoshimoto, and Amiel, either alone, or in combination, fail to teach or suggest this aspect of the 
invention. 

Kosak discloses cyclodextrin polymers for carrying drugs and other agents. Kosak does 
not disclose or suggest a polymer including a linking molecule comprising a PEG moiety and at 
least two adamantane molecules that form inclusion complexes with the inclusion hosts where 
the linking molecules crosslink the polymer solely through inclusion complexes, as required by 
the claims. 

Yoshimoto discloses a processing chemical for light-sensitive silver halide photographic 
material, comprising a cyclodextrin compound. However, Yoshimoto does not teach or suggest 
a polymer with linking molecules that can crosslink a polymer solely through inclusion 
complexes, as required by independent claim 1. Moreover, nothing in Yoshimoto would lead a 
skilled artisan to believe that the disclosed chemicals would be useful to apply in a composition 
that includes a therapeutic agent as required by the claims. 

Amiel discloses polymer associating systems. However, Amiel does not disclose or 
suggest a polymer composition comprising linking molecules and therapeutic agents. Applicants 
additionally submit that nothing in Amiel would lead a skilled artisan to make the additional 
required modifications to include a therapeutic agent in the composition that is covalently 
attached to an adamantane moiety. 

Furthermore, the combination of Kosak, Yoshimoto, and Amiel fails to teach or suggest 
all of the aspects of the invention recited in amended claim 1. That is, one of skill in the art at 
the time of the invention, viewing Kosak, Yoshimoto, and Amiel, and without the benefit of the 
present disclosure, would not have found it obvious to prepare a polymer composition 
comprising linking molecules and therapeutic agents, each linking molecule comprising a PEG 
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moiety and at least two adamantane molecules, wherein the linking molecules crosslink the 
polymers solely through inclusion complexes. 

Thus, Kosak, Yoshimoto, and Amiel, either alone, or in combination, fail to teach or 
suggest all of the aspects of the invention recited in amended claim 1 . Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request that the rejection of independent claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is 
withdrawn, and the claim is indicated allowable. Claims 2, 4-5, 7, 9, 13-14, 31-32, and 35- 38, 
which depend from allowable claim 1, are also allowable for at least the reasons stated above. 
Claims 2, 4-5, 7, 9, 13-14, 31-32, and 35- 38 may also be allowable for reasons not stated herein. 

Applicants submit that the pending claims are patentable and request that the application 
be placed in condition for allowance.
